Now a court will decide whether un- 
pledged electors are legal. Good. 

To tinker with a citizen's vote is a 
grave act. Only the law can answer 
whether it is allowable. 

Henry M. Henderson filed suit claim- 
ing the act deprives him of his rights. 
Jutige Luther Alverson will decide. 


It is unfortunate that Georgia has a 
law that frees electors to cast a vote of 
the people for candidates the people did 
not vote for. At least politicians have 
not heretofore used the law; the un- 
pledged electors have gone ahead and 
cast the people’s electoral vote for the 
candidates the people chose. But this 
year the politicians are tempted to use 
the law. Thus it is time for a test. 


The suit would bar Friday’s gather- 
ing of the Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee from going ahead with a plan to 
stage its referendum. The committee 
would ask the people to vote this Sep- 
tember on whether they want unpledged 
electors to take charge of their November 
vote, and possibly withhold it from the 
Kennedy-Johnson ticket. 

To say this September referendum 
leaves the choice to Georgia’s Democratic 
voters sounds fine. In fact, though, 
plenty of Nixon-Lodge supporters would 
vote in the Democrats’ referendum. They 
obviously would vote for unpledged elec- 
tors to withhold Kennedy-Johnson votes. 
So the referendum would give no true 
reading of Democratic sentiment. 


The whole concept of unpledged elec- 
tors may or may not be valid law. We 
will see shortly. It definitely is invalid 
politics. It is damaging to Georgia and 
dangerous for her people.

Let’s Hear Both Sides 
At Insurance Hearing 


It’s well that Georgia now has public 
hearings on proposed insurance rate in- 
creases rather than the old method 
whereby such things were handled be- 
hind closed doors and to heck with the 
public having its say. 

Take the present argument over fire 
insurance rates, for instance. 


The Georgia Inspection and Rating 
Bureau wants an average increase of 7.7 
per cent in such rates and an average 
reduction of 3.3 per cent in extended 
coverage costs. 


The insurance people claim the hike 
is needed because of the higher burning 
rate in Georgia. 


The City of Atlanta maintains from 
a local standpoint the increase requested 
is unjustified because Atlanta has dras- 
tically reduced its fire losses and im- 
proved its fire-fighting facilities. Some 
other communities undoubtedly feel the 
same way. 

The hearing will be held at 10 a.m. 
Friday at the State Capitol. Both sides 
deserve to present their views fully.

Fast Growing Atlanta 
F acing a New Problem 


Preliminary 1960 census figures show 
Atlanta is one of the 10 fastest grow- 
ing cities in the country. 

It has 47 per cent more people now 
than in 1950 and ranks seventh in the 
growth race. 


Significantly, all 10 cities are in the 
Southeast, Southwest and Far Southwest. 
They are cities that were in the past low 
density ones that also had room around 
them to expand. (As Atlanta, for ex- 
ample, did with its 1952 Plan of Im- 
provement.) 


Just as significantly, four of the five 
biggest cities in the nation showed a 
population loss between 1950 and 1960. 
These are cities that had relatively high 
densities and no room to grow into. 

The problem for Atlanta now begins 
to change. Densities in suburban areas 
will need to be increased. Densities 
close in must be decreased. Downtown 
slum clearance and suburban apartment 
construction are the early signs of this~ 
and we're seeing both here. 

The growing cities and the declining 
ones are much similar, despite the story 
the statistics tell.

Judge Taylor, who is carrying on a 
campaign based largely on these preju- 
dices, has refused to resign from his 
judge’s office, which the press reports 
is in conflict with the canon of ethics of 
the state bar. 


It is a desperate battle and the issue 
is in doubt.

Wagering Stamp List 
X-Rays Cancer in State 


Georgians have purchased 676 fed- 
eral wagering and coin-operated gaming 
device tax stamps. Applications were 
made to the Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment to escape federal prosecution. 

This puts the matter up to local 
sheriffs and chiefs of Police. 


The concensus of the FBI and of po- 
lice enforcement statistics is that gam- 
bling is the father of vices. It can more 
easily corrupt local law enforcement 
officers. Once they are hooked by taking 
protection from gambling, they then are 
automatically stopped from interfering 
with what gambling spawns, usually 
Prostitution and various rackets. It also 
brings to each locality an increase in 
underworld characters. 

Let none be so innocent as to think 
that slot machines and other forms of 
gambling are entirely local. They are 
controlled by Eastern syndicates. A num- 
ber of Georgia social clubs, which have 
hired strangers who “just happened” to 
appear in town with club Managerial ex- 
perience have learned the truth of this.

The function was a dinner to raise funds for a “Chapel of Four 
Chaplains.” After accepting Dr. Poling’s invitation to attend, Ken- 
nedy said he discovered two factors of which he had been unaware. 

First, the chapel was to be located in the sacristy of a church of 
a different faith, which is against the precepts of the Catholic church, 
_ pm ga the Archdiocese of Philadelphia was unable to support

Second, Kennedy learned Dr. Poling had invited him not as an in- 
dividual or as a holder of public office, but as what Poling himself 
described as “‘the spokesman for the Catholic faith’ on the program. 

Since the Catholic faith was not supporting the project, Kennedy 
obviously could not appear as its spokesman and say the faith fa- 
vored. it. ee 

He was not asked to attend the meeting as an individual, as 
many Catholics were, nor was he asked to appear as a public servant, 
in which capacity he said he would have attended. Rather he was

There are three suggestions I 
wish to make. First, our young 
people who are  wrong-headed 
must be made to face up to their 
responsibilities as citizens and 
accept punishment when they do 
wrongly.

Third, the fact of some juvenile 
delinquents does not mean that we 
should condemn all youth. The 
percentage of delinquents varies 
from three to five. That means 
that among our youth the great 
percentage are fine young people. 
These are the kind of youth to 
whom I am proud to pass «along 
the heritage of the home, church 
and nation.

SAVANNAH — Sen. Talmadge 
warned here Wednesday night that 
the next administration and the 
87th Congress must decide wheth- 
er America will “‘repair its lag- 


ging defenses, particularly in the | 
missile field, or court destruc- | 
tion.” 


In a speech scheduled for deliv- 
ery before the annual banquet of 
the Georgia Firemen’s Assn., Tal- 
madge said the new president and 
Congress also will have to decide 
whether this country will: 


1. “Rescue the farmer from 
economic ruin or doom him, and 
through him eventually itself, to 
extinction.” 


2. “Uphold constitutional prin- 
ciple and individual freedom or 
destroy both through enactment 
of further force legislation in the 
field of human relations.” 


3. “Live within its income or 
pursue deficit spending and infla- 
tion further down the road toward 
economic disaster.” 


President Eisenhower's succes- 
sor in the White House, as well as 
the 87th Congress, “will find it 
next to impossible to avoid meet- 
ing these questions head-on,”’ Sen. 
Talmadge said. 


The American public should in- 
sist, Talmadge said, ‘‘that an ade- 
quate defense be achieved not only 
with more money but also by get- 
ting full value from that already 
being spent.”” 


They also should insist, he said, 
that “‘proposed legislation govern- 
ing human relations be weighed in 
terms of its effect upon funda- 
mental constitutional rights rather 
than the number of minority bloc 
votes it might attract.”’

To what kind of a doctor 
raphy?—Mrs. E. F. B. 


Angiography is not a treatment. 
It is a diagnostic method. As you 
Know, we can “see inside the 
body” by means of X rays but we 
can’t see everything. A bone, for 


example, stands out clearly. The 
bone is solid and shuts off the 
X rays as they try to pass through. 
The flesh (muscles, fat, skin, in- 
ternal organs, blood vessels and 
so on) allow the rays to pass 
fairly easily. And an open air 
space allows the rays to pass still 
more easily. 


That is why we can X ray the 
lungs. The open air space lets 
the rays pass through easily. The 
tissues slow the rays down. Hence 
we get a nice ‘“shadowgraph” 
of the lungs and can detect spots 
of calcium and scarring on the 
lung surfaces and s0 on. 


But suppose (from certain com- 
binations of symptoms) we suspect 
that blood vessels in the brain 
may be swollen, or clogged or 
narrowed. The skull is a dense 
piece of bone. By the time the 
X rays pass through it there is 
no visible difference in lesser 
variations of the body—the differ- 
ences between brain tissue and 
blood vessels. So we can’t see 
the shape and size of blood ves- 
sels.

Angiogra phy an Aid 
To X-Ray Diagnosis

would a person go for angiog- 


comes in. We inject a dye, which 
is harmless to the body but is 
extremely dense so far as X rays 


are concerned, Then we take an 
X-ray picture. The dye in the 
blood makes the shape of the 
blood vessels stand out clearly. We 
can see where they go, where 
they are narrow, where they are 
unduly large. 


We inject the dye into the blood- 
stream for exactly the same rea- 
son we give barium (flavored 
with chocolate, strawberry or 
whatever) when we want to X ray 
the digestive tract. The dye (or 
the barium) is soon gone, having 
done no harm. But for the little 
time that it remained it helped 
us get a clear X-ray picture of 
the internal tubing, whether blood 
vessels or alimentary canal. 


So to answer your original ques- 
tion, angiography is usually per- 
formed by a neurosurgeon (coop- 
erating, of course, with the ra- 
diologist who handles the X ray- 
ing). 

Surgeons (and the radiologists) 
cooperate if the blood vessels that 
are suspected lie in the chest or 
abdomen or legs. ‘“‘Angio” is a 
term relating to the blood vessels. 
They can be blood vessels any- 
where, but in modern medical 
thinking we usually consider them

The affable Parseghian’ s ability to teach football has resulted 
in — for his services at clinics such as the GACA conducts 
mj each summer. 


ae ‘What is the most important thing 
© you tell coaches about football at 
& clinics?” a man inquired. 


“If I could condense the phases of 
coaching into one answer, coaching 
would be easy for all of us,” Par- 
seghian answered. ‘“‘There are so many 
things involved in football.”’ 


Parseghian took his basic course 
in football under Paul Brown and Sid 
Gillman. He was halfback on Brown's 

great service team at Great Lakes, 
_ later rejoined Brown at Cleveland. He 
s played for Gillman at Miami of Ohio, 
the school which has turned out so 
many outstanding coaches. In fact, 
Parseghian rolled up quite a record of 
39-6-1 as head coach at Miami after 
Gillman moved to the Los Angeles 
Rams. ‘ 


It was mentioned that he had been exposed to two of the 
best instructors in the game. 


“Yes,’” Parseghian agreed, 
is a master organizer, and it’s easy to understand his success. 
Gillman is one of the great technicians of the game.”’

Parseghian is an original thinker and a member of the coaching 
minority optimist club. 


“Sometimes it Zets me into hot water,”’ he explained, 


believe in coaches saying what they think.” 


What does he think about the forthcoming season at North- | 


western? A year ago the Wildcats came roaring out of the gate, 
but wilted out of the Rose Bow! picture down the stretch.

“You can have the finest physical specimens in the world, but 
if they aren't mentally willing to exert themselves physically you 
won't win. You can coach and coach and lose to an inferior team 
if your team is down mentally.”

After lecturing basketball coaches Tuesday, North Carolina’s 
Frank McGuire made a statement which may get him censored by 
the coaching union. McGuire said that coaches often lose games. 


Parseghian was asked if he endorsed McGuire's startling remark. 


“Just how did he mean that?”’ 


‘Well, McGuire maintains that coaches should take a chance 
and teach something new. Don’t be afraid to experiment. You'll 
pull some upsets, but you may lose some you figured to win.” 


“I think there are too many intangible factors in foothall to 
say that coaches lose games,”’ Parseghian said. “A back fumbles, 
the ball bounces the wrong way. So many things can happen. You 
can't control all this. It’s difficult to say that one man has that 
much control of the outcome of a football game.” 


Parseghian inquired. 


Alumni at various institutions, of course, heartily endorse 
Coach McGuire’s remark. There is no doubt among the Monday 
Morning Quarterbacks that coaches positively lose games. Of 
course, players usually win games. 


But, as Parseghian says, there are many factors involved in 
football. And that reminds us that the season is upon us.

Hot sweet potatoes are sold 
in the mountains on street cor- 
ners and children eat them like 
American children eat candy. 


Tofu, better known as bean- 
curd to most westerners, tastes 
flat but has great nutritive 
value.
